He then 
strikes the ground repeatedly with his feet, like a man who on ris- 
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ing from his seat is afraid that his legs will give way uader the 
weight of bis body. The paralysis with which he is affected, and 

particolarly the orgafs of speecb,makes bim walk with great diffi- 

culty. When he wishes to speak, he piachés his nose, and puts 

bis mouth to the ear of the auditor, ia order that he may be heard 
‘without his making too great an exertion of his faeble voice. Some- 

times his voice is extinct, and then he uses sigas with bis fiagers.
